Assemblage from distant parts of the 
world. 


This evening we have had the happi- 
ness to be favoured with the company 
of Capt. Starbuck of London, originally 
from Nantucket; Capt. Pigot of New- 
York, originally from England; Capt. 
Best of London, formerly from Ireland ; 
Dr. Williams of London, surgeon of the 
L’Aigle; Mr. Clark of Kamschatka, 
formerly from New England, a tempora- 
ry resident here; and Mr. Green, an 
American trader from Boston ; who po- 
litely called, and took tea with us, and 
spent the evening at the residence of 
Mr. Bingham. It was pleasant to have 
it in our power, so soon after landing, to 
set an American table, in humble but 
decent order, for our friends; and quiet- 
ly to sit down on heathen shores, in 
such a circle of ladies and gentlemen, 
from different countries, in different 
pursuits, but rejoicing together in the 
late auspicious events and opening pros- 
pects so interesting to this nation and 
to thechurch. ‘These gentlemen all ap- 
pear friendly to our object, as well as 
to us personally, and willing to unite 
their influence in removing the suspi- 
cions of the people, that Great Britain 
would onpose or dislike our settling 
here as missionaries. Among other fa- 
vours, Mr. Green has presented us with 
atea set of china. Our visitors proffer 
us any assistance in their power to ren- 
der, and we hope their influence and aid 
will be salutary. The British captains 
gave us an invitation to dine with them 
to-morrow. 

May6. To day Mr. Bingham and 
Mr. Loomis, with their wives, in compa- 
ny with the governor and several others, 
dined on board the Princess Mary, ly- 
ing at anchor a little more than a mile 
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from the landing. ‘They were conduct- 
ed pleasantly in a sail boat by Capt. 
Best, who expressed many kind wishes 
for our happiness. He was mate ina 
vessel, which carried some of the miis- 
sionaries to the Society Islands. He re- 
marked at dinner, that there was now 
a vessel constantly trading between those 
islands and Port Jackson. Being ask- 
ed by one of us, whether that vessel be- 
longed to the missionaries at the isl- 
ands, or to the colony at Port Jackson, 
he replied, it belonged to the colony. 
This seemed like a providential refuta- 
tion of some late reports circulated here, 
that “‘the missionaries in those islands 
had monopolized the trade.” After din- 
ner, the company were received, and 
treatec with kind attention, on board 
the L’Aigle, one of-the finest ships that 
could have been chosen in the river 
Thames, and very successful thus far; - 
having taken, within thirteen months, no 
less than 1,350 barrels of sperm. oil. 
Expecting an early conveyance, Capt. 
Starbuck offers to take letters and for- 
ward them to America. .Gratified by 
this interview, we returned in safety to 
our peaceful habitations. 

7. Sabbath. Wave again been fa- 
voured with the precious privileges of 
the sanctuary. An interesting audience 
listened to the sound of the Gospel, as 
it was proclaimed from Luke ii. 14. 
Many, it is believed, felt a new impulse 
to welcome and promote Christianity, 
and a more full conviction, that the 
Gospel was intended as a blessing to the 
world; that it cannot be successfully 
opposed ; nor fail to reach all the tribes 
of men. 


Attempt to obtain comfortable Houses. 


8. Capt. Starbuck and Capt. Pigot 
offered to make a vigorous effort to 
build us convenient houses, and to pro- 
mote our more comfortable establish- 
ment; the governor neglecting to build 
for us, but giving us leave to choose onr 
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ground where we pleased, on the uncul- 
tivated plain. 

9. Selected a pleasant spot, back of 
the village, for the site of our buildings. 
Concluded that a united effort to erect 
them might be seci#red with the least ex- 
posure to suspicren, by calling a general 
meeting, and proposing the object pub- 
licly. 

10. Boka presented us a patch of 
taro, and proflered such assistance, in 
the way of supplies, as we might, from 
time to time, be disposed to ask of him. 

A circular was issued this morning, 
which invited the co-operation of the 
friends of humanity and truth, and re- 
quested the European and American 
residents, both temporary and perma- 
nent, masters and officers of vessels of 
different flags, together with the chiefs 
of the island, to assemble at the house 
of Mr. Bingham, and hear a statement 
of our views, and of the views of the 
government, with respect to our enter- 
prise. The meeting weuld then take 
measures to secure such immediate and 
efficient aid to our object, as our friends 
might be inclined to render; and, if it 
should be thought advisable, would ap- 
point a committee to superintend what- 
ever might be undertaken. At five o- 
clock, P. M. a general meeting was as- 
sembled, and organized by chovsing 
Capt. Adams moderator, and brother 
Loouis scribe. 

The business of the meeting having 
been proposed, and explained by an in- 
terpreter, to ibe governor, he replied, 
that, in regard tu the houses, he intend- 
ed to superintend the building of them 
himself; as he had orders from Reho- 
reho, to build them. It was then stated, 
on our part, that, although the govern- 
ment were friendly to our object, and 
disposed to patronize it; yet, as we 
knew, that, at present, they were em- 
barrassed with other claims; as we 
wished neither to become burdensome 
to them, or detrimental to the claims of 
foreign traders, whom they owed; and 
as several gentlemen stood ready to lend 
a friendly hand, in the erection of build- 
ings tor the promotion of our object :— 
we cesived to give all the opportunity to 
afford whatever assistance their kind- 
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ness should dictate, and their ability al. 
low. The governor again said, No. He 
chose tv build the houses himself, ac- 
cording to the orders fiom the king, 
Capt. Pigot then inqnired, whether the 


governor intended soon to build comfort- 


able houses for the mission entirely free 
of our expense and he answered plainly 
that he did. Thus far the business was 
settled. 

A committee was then appointed to 
consult with Boka, respecting the place, 
the form, and the manner of building. 
He said that the ground, which we had 
chosen, could not be granted us, because 
it belonged to the farmers ; but named «a 
particular part of the plain, where lie 
thought it would be best for us to have 
our frouses. 


Proposal for a School Fund. 


A question was then laid before the 
mecting, whether it were expedient to 
take any measures to raise a school-fund 
for orphan children. This was new to 
many ; but unobjectionable. Decided 
in the affirmative ; and a committee was 
appointed to recommend a plan for 
that purpose. Adjourned. 

This was doubtless the first meeting 
of the kind, that has ever been held in 
these islands. Whatever might be the 
feelings of some of the number, it was 
truly animating to see the chiefs of the 
islands, the principal foretgners who are 
settled here, with a number of iuntelli- 
gent gentlemen of business now in port, 
assembled to concert, in aid of the mis- 
sionary cause, plans of usefulness, the 
happy influence of which wi!l doubtless 
be as lasting as time, and the fruits of 
which can be fully kuown only in eter- 
nity. 

Agitation of Hanaroorah. 


11. To-day the village of Hanaroc- 
rah has been in an uproar; but we 
have been unmolested. There has been 
considerable commotion in the streets ; 
but our habitations have enjoyed peace. 
We are happy in the assurance that 
neither we, nor the efforts which were 
made yesterday to promote our benev- 
olent objects, were the cause of this 
commotion ; though the lion might take 
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occasion to rear, at this time, to prevent 
the good intended. The prevalence of 
multiplied jealousies gives currency to 
invidious declarations and reports; and 
thecollision of opposite interests is often 
followed by agitation and violence. 


Correspondence with the South-Sea 
Missions. 
12. Sent letters, books, and clothes 
washed here, to our friends at Owhy- 
hee, by Capt. Gyzelaar, of the Ameri- 
can brig Clarion. This gentleman has 
often called on us, and treated us po- 
litely. He offers tocarry letters, books, 
or baggage, gratis, for missionaries 
wherever they may wish to send by him. 
He will probably soon go to Otaheite 
and return. By him we also wrote to 
our missionary brethren at the Society 
Islands, and send them copies of our ¢ In- 
structions,’ of Reports, Missionary Ser- 
mons, &c. {The journal here enumer- 
ates many pamphlets.] Thus we have 
the oppertunity and the happiness early 
to make them acquainted with the Chris- 
tian operations in our Own country ; our 
arrival and prospects; and the late in- 
teresting events in these islands. We 
gladly avail ourselves of the privilege of 
requesting them to correspond, to favour 
us with copies of their important papers 
and pamphlets, elementary books, and 
their transactions, together with such in- 
formation and friendly counsel, as we 
need, and hope to receiye from their 
superior wisdom and experience. With 
fond anticipation we cherish the desire, 
that this may be the commencement of 
along and happy correspondence be- 
tween the two establishments. 


Visit to a dying Countryman. 


To-day Mr. Bingham was called to 
visit Mr. Hamlin, a young man of Yar- 
mouth, Ms. apparently in the last stages 
of tne consumption ;—to lead his mind 
to the Great Physician, and communi- 
cate to him the opinion of his friends, 
that he cannot continue many days. He 
seems resigned to his situation; but fears 
to have his mother know it, lest it should 
break her heart. He has been taught 
the grand principles of Christianity, and 
seems to have ratioual views of its nature 
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and importance, but no very decisive 
evidence of its saving power upon his 
heat. The afiecting interview closed 
with prayer. 

13. ‘To day Capt. Best, ofthe Prin- 
cess Mary, took leave of us. He has 
our warmest thanks for his attention and 
kindness. 


Orphan School Fund. 


With the approbation of the commit- 
tee, appointed for that purpose, the fol- 
lowing subscription was opened and cir- 
culated. 


HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 


While the friends of humanity and 
of Zion, in Europe and America, are 
uniting their influence, and contributing 
of their substance, to meliorate the con- 
dition of the wretched, and to give the 
Bible and the blessings of the Gospel to 
the long neglected heathen; and while 
many are sacrificing the comforts of 
home, and devoting their talents, their 
possessions, and their lives to the diffu- 
sion of the light of human knowledge” 
and Divine Revelation, in the dark pla- 
ces of the earth:—we feel it to be a 
pleasure, as well as a duty, to lend our 
aid, as we have ability and opportunity, 
to promote the grand design of civilizing 
and christianizing the natives of the Sand- 
wich Islands. 

Believing that American and Euro- 
pean residents, gentlemen of business 
from different couutries, masters and 
officers of vessels of different flags, as 
they visit these islands, will co-operate 
in a systematic effort to provide for the 
comfort and education of ORPHAN CHILD- 
REN, (of whom many are to be found 
here,) by donations in money, or articles 
of trade, or the preductions of the 
country, or other substantial means of 
doing them good ; 

We the undersigned, gentlemen from 
different countries, cheerfully agree to 
give to the mission established in these 
islands the donations annexec to our res- 
pective names, to constitute a SCHOOL 
FUND FOR ORPHAN CHILDREN; and to be 
used by the missionaries for the benefit 
of such children, in training them up in 
knowledge and yirtue, in the useful arts 
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of civilized lite, and in the principles of 
the Christian religion, that they may be 
grateful to their benefactors, useful to 
their country, blessings to the world, and 
fitted for heaven. 

14. Blessed with the privileges of 

reaching and the public worship of 
God, which was attended by considera- 
ble numbers. This evening, as we 
were at tea, a petty chicf, who was sit- 
ting in the house, stole and carried offa 
Jew plates ; but they were soon recover- 
ed by a trusty native, to whom Boka 
had committed the care of our yard. 
This is the second instance, in which 
we have known articles to be stolen 
from us by the natives. There is as 
little danger from thieves here, as in any 
larger town in Europe or America, 

15. All busy in preparing letters for 
our friends to be forwarded by captain 
Starbuck, who designs to leave us soon, 
All in good health and spirits, joyful in 
the smiles of Providence, and grateful 
in the prospect of so early a communi- 
cation of good news to anxious hearts in 
our native land. 


Departure of the L’ Aigle. 


16. To-day capt. Starbuck of the 
L’Aigle sailed. We send letters to the 
Rey. Dr. Worcester, the Rev. George 
Burder, London, and many friends, in 
different parts of our native country. 
We presented capt. Starbuck, (who has 
shown us no small kindness,”) with a 
copy of Qbookiah; his surgeon, Dr. J. 
Williams, with Memoirs of Harriet 
Newell; and the mates with other 
books;—as memorials of our gratitude. 
We also gave them receipts for forty 
nine dollars, contributed by them tothe 
Orphan School Fund. Mr. Bingham 
dined on board the L’Aig!e, sailed an 
hour or two out and back, at the cap- 
tain’s polite request, and received a 
dozen of London porter, for the health 
of the family, and various other articles, 
as a present tothe mission. He gave 
away religious tracts to several of the 
seamen. 

We cannot fail to regard the arrival 
and influence of these gentlemen, at a 
lime when their friendship was most 


needed, as a kind interposition of Provi- 
dence, the grateful remembrance of 
which will long be cherished with a 
lively sense of obligation to our Great 
Benefactor, and to the friends whom he 
raises up for us, in this land of strangers 
and pagans.

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LETTER FROM GEORGE PRINCE TAMOREE 
TO THE REV. DR. WORCESTER. 


Aloot, July 27, 1820. 

Dear Friend,—I have now an oppor- 
tunity to write, which I shall improve, 
as they do not very often occur. Ihave 
not any thing very particular to write, 
only to express the gratitude I feel to- 
ward you and the benevoient Society, 
which was of so much benefit to me. 
My regard for your kindness can only 
be expressed by protecting these ser- 
vants of yours now in our Kingdom. Such 
care shall be taken of these friends, as I 
trust will be approved of by you. ‘Truly 
it is a blessing to this benighted land ; 
and unto the Board our grateful hearts 
we pour. 

I feel very happy myself to have their 
society. I feel almost in America, and 
could I render any assistance, it would 
be with the greatest pleasure. 

My father is much pleased with their 
being here. He is willing to do all he 
can for them; to give them as much 
land, as they wish to have, and furnish 
them with such articles of provision as 
they may stand in need of. He says, 
that all that he wants is, to have them 
teach his people, and not behave lilie 
bad white men. 

I am requested by my father to send 
to you for a minister and several me- 
chanics ;—house and ship carpenters, _ 
cabinet-makers, and with the rest a far- 
mer, and a good sawmill. These my 
father is very anxious to have. The mill 
we shall expect to pay for when receiv- 
ed. And a good physician; one that is 
capable of doing his duty. The expen- 
ses I expect to pay myself, and support 
those you send. 

I hope you will permit me to choose 
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some particular friends. For the min- 
‘ster L choose Mr. Stone.* 

As 1 bave many letters to write, I 
must have them short. I can’t close 
this, however, without expressing my 
createst gratitude to you, and my Amer- 
ican friends, Could I visit your shore 
again, it would be with the greatest 
pleasure. But as it is uncertain, | again 
bid you farewell. G. P. Tamoree.

MISSION AT BOMBAY. 


JOINT LETTER OF THE MISSIONARIES, 
Bombay, July 20, 1820. 

Rev. and dear sir,—At the close ot 
another half year, we have the pleasure 
of acknowledging the receipt of yours of 
June 4, 1819, which came to hand on 
the 18th of March succeeding, and of 
giving you a general statement of our 
nissionary concerns. 

Our last semi-annual communications 
were forwarded in Feb. last, by way of 
Calcutta. 

On the 27th of May, we had the plea- 
sure of receiving a letter from Messrs. 
Fisk and Parsons, dated at Smyrna, 
March 3d, We have léarat from the 
London Missionary Register, that the 
Board have recently fitted out a prom 
ising mission to the Sandwich Islands. 
High expectations are doubtless enter- 
tained of this mission. Indeed, every 
circuinstance seems to favour its imme- 
diate success. It is also with the great- 
est pleasure, that we hear of the pros- 
perity of the mission among the heath- 
en of our owa country. ‘Though we 
are left to mourn over the unfruitfulness 
of our own labours, we cannot fail to re- 
joice, that others have the happiness of 
seeing the blessing of the Lord upon the 
work of their hauds. 

Sickness in the mission families. 

Since the date of our Jast communi- 
cations, no special alteration has oc- 
curred, either in our circumstances or 
prospects. We have had more or less 
sickness in our families, bat hitherto 
our lives have been spared. About the 
20th of May, brother and sister Nichols 
came from the north part of Salsette, 
where they had been residing a tew 
months, to Bombay, for the purpose of 
obtaining medical aid; both of them 
having an intermittent fever. Mrs. N. 
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has now recovered her usual health ; 
but Mr. N. is still feeble. His fever 
has been very severe, and obstinate. 
During 50 days past, he has been al- 
most wholly confined to his bed; has 
suflered much pain, and is of course 
much reduced. Dr. Taylor has given 
it as his decided opinion, that brother 
N. should lose no time in getting to sea, 
as the only effectual means of restoring 
his health.* 

The cholera, which has proved so 
fatal among the natives in various parts 
of India for two years past, has this 
year also raged in Bombay and its vi- 
cinity. But we are happy tostate, that 
this dreadful disease has now almost 
wholly subsided. Truly the Lord has 
a controversy with this people; but in- 
stead of forsaking their idols, and turn- 
ing to the Lord, they fly to their idols, 
and implore protection from gods that 
cannot save them, 


State of the Schools. 


Our schools have been considerably 
impeded by this sickness among the 
people; but;.as a general thing, ticy 
are much in the same state as when we 
last wrote. Weare happy to learn, by 
your last communications, that you so 
highly approve of this branch of our la- 
bours, and give us the privilege of en- 
larging the number of our schools. We 
have ever considered these schools as 
a very important part of our missionary 
operations; aud their importance in- 
creases in our estimation, as we see their 
tendency towards the promotion of the 
great design of our mission. We conceive 
that the system of instructing the rising 
generation in this country, by means of 
tree schools, is not only a system the 
most popular among Luropeans resid- 
ing in India, but does in fact promise 


the most extensive and permanent util- - 


ity. ‘The ood effects may be not im- 
mediately realized; but there is every 
reason to believe, that miatly of the 
next generation, will rise up and call 
those blessed, by whose liberality they

have become able to read the word of 
life, and prepared, by having their 
ininds less shackled with the supersti- 
tion and bigotry of their ancestors, to 
judge for themselves, in matters of the 
greatest moment. If ability to read the 
Word of God be desirable, and one of 
the most important means of bringing 
the heathen to the acknowledgment of 
the truth,—then free schools are im- 
portant and necessary. Only a small 
portion of this people are taught to 
read, Such is their poverty and indif- 
ferecce on the subject of giving their 
children the means of education, that 
there must be a great revolution in the 
state of society, before they will them- 
selves generally attempt to provide the 
means of instruction for their own child- 
ren. 

Our most favourable oppoustunities for 
communicating religious instruction are 
connected with the schools. We aot 
ouly command the attention of the boys 
in the schools; but other people also 
share in the admonitions given at the 
school rooms. It is not uncommon to 
see from 20 to 50 persons standing a- 
round the doors to hear the boys read, 
and repeat their lessons, catechisms, 
hymns, &c. 

Ly a recent paper received from his 
exceilency the governor, in answer to 
a communication we made to him on this 
subject, we have permission to visit the 
continent from time to time, for the pur- 
pose of superintending schools. After 
the present rains are over, we hape to en- 
large our number of schools oa Salsette, 
and on the continent. 

Not many months ago we inserted ia 
the Bombay newspapers, a general his- 
tory of our native free schools, in hope 
of obtaining some pecuniary aid for their 
support. We have received but one do- 
nation. As a general thing we cannot 
expect that such proposals from ws will, 
at present, meet with much success. 
But we flatter ourselves, that our plan 
of native schooling will not fail of suc- 
cess for want of pecuniary aid from the 
Christian public of our own country. 

There has recently been quite a revo- 
lution in our Jewish school in Bombay, 
From such religious scruples, as we sup- 
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pose, (though we find it difficult to learn 

particulars, ) the Jews have established 
, school for their own children: and, 
jor a few weeks, our school was almost 
wholly deserted. But many of the 
boys have returned; and we presume, 
ina short time, our school will consist 
of its usual number. This movement 
among the Jews immediately succeeded 
anumber of evening meetings, which 
ve appointed among them. .We do not 
consider this circumstance as an unfa- 
vourable occurrence. ‘The Jews must 
ef course be disturbed in proportion as 
‘hey reflect on those Christian doctrines, 
which from time to time have been re- 
commended to their serious attention. 
We pray God, that this eyent may be a 
presage of the conversion of some of 
these children of promise. 

You inquire, whether we have an op- 
portunity of distributing Hebrew Testa- 
ments among the Jews of this place? In 
reply, we must say, that we hardly 
know of a native Jew in Bombay, who 
could derive the Jeast benefit from the 
Hebrew Testament. Though many 
pretend to read Hebrew, yet they are, 
in general, as ignorant of the Hebrew 
language, as the Hindoos themselves. 
There are, however, cousiderable num- 
bers of foreign Jews, who visit Bombay, 
from Persia and Arabia, for mercantile 
purposes. We think it very desirable, 
ihat a few copies of the Hebrew ‘Testa- 
iment should be sent us, that we may he 
able to embrace any opportunity of sup- 
plying those Jews, who can read the He- 
brew language. 

With regard to the distribution of 
Mahratta books, you inquire how many 
we could possibly distribute :f we had 
them on hand’ in reply, we remark, 
that the number of applications for 
hooks, and the number which we give 
away, is by no means the same. We 
might probably give away hundreds of 

books in a single day, if we made no re- 
striction. Our general practice is to 
inquire whether the applicant can read ; 
and whether he has not previously been 
supplied with the same book. 

That you may see how many books 
we have distributed since the commence- 
ment of our printing, we send you a caf- 
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alogue of all tle religious boaks we have 
printed, and also the number of books 
now on hand. As a general circum: 
stance, we conceive that the demand for 
books will depend very much on the 
number and prosperity of our schools. 
No small portion of the applications for 
books are made, by persons whose curi- 
osity has been excited on seeing books 
in the hands of our school boys; by 
hearing them read in the schools; or by 
receiving information from the scholars, 
that we have books for distribution. 


Printing Establishment. 


With regard to your enquiry, Wheth- 
er we think it desirable to enlarge our 
printing establishment? we reply, gen- 
erally, that we are able, with our pre- 
seut apparatus, to print as fast as the 
present demand for books requires. We 
shall soon need a new supply of Mah- 
ratta to keep that part of our fount good 
which is worn out by use. But we do 
not at present think it judicious to print 
much faster than we can distribute. We 
hope eventually to accomplish the print- 
ing, as well as the translation, of the 
whole volume of Sacred Scripture. ; 


Distribution of Books. 


We have sent some hundreds of books 
into various parts of the continent, which 
we have not personally visited. Kader 
Yar, the native, whom we have baptiz- 
ed, and concerning whom we have pre- 
viously written you, has taken a num- 
ber of tours on the continent, for the 
purpose of distributing books. He has 
now gone to his native place, Hydra- 
bad, aud has taken with him a good 
supply of the Gospels, tracts, &c.— 
Though the number of books distribut- 
ed on the continent has not been great; 
yet books have been sent to many of the 
most important towns, both in the 
northern aud southern Concan. We 
should deem it a vast acquisition to our * 
mission, could we find even a tew faith- 
ful natives, suitable to be employed in 
distributing books in those parts of the 
continent, which we cannot visit our- 
selves; and we hope that we shall, ere 
long, be possessed of means for disiri- 
buting the Scriptures much more exten- 
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sively, in the vast regions of heathenism 
that lie beyond us. 


Preaching of the Gospel. 


We have now given you, dear Sir, a 
general view of the state of our mission, 
though we have said but little of our 
personal labours, by way of direct reli- 
gious instruction; or, in other words, of 
our preaching the Gospel to the heathen. 
We do not mention this branch of our 
business last because we esteem it of 
small consequence. We do not forget, 
that this is our principal work ;—that 
it is by the foolishness of preach- 
ing, that God is pleased to save them 
that believe. But, on this part of our 
work we can, at present, say nothing 
new or interesting. We continue to 
make it a part of every day’s employ- 
ment to go out among the people, for 
the purpuse of imparting religious in- 
struction. 

Since our last letter to you we have 
spent considerable time in various itin- 
erating tours, both on the island of Sal- 
sette, and on the continent. We have 
from time to time attended meetings, 
which we had appointed, at various 
school rooms in Bombay. ‘These meet- 
ings have generally been in the evening ; 
the number of attendants varying from 
30 to 200. In some instances, a good 
degree of regularity has been obtained ; 
and our hopes have been occasionally 
excited be seeing a good degree of atten- 
tion given to our preaching. Our hear- 
ers are of various sects, Hindoos, Mus- 
sulmauns and Jews; and generally afew 
females. Not unfrequently the boys, 
who belong to the school at which the 
meeting is held, unite with us in singing. 

‘The work of communicating Chris- 
tia instruction to the heathen, though 
in many respects attended with the 
greatest pleasure, is, in others, attended 
with difficulties. Here we come in close 
contact with the peculiarities of heathen- 
ism. Whatever truth of the Christian 
system we introduce, if urged upon their 
attention by those motives which the 
Gospel presents, it cannot fail to show 
them, that their own system of religion 
is invaded, and their shasters condemn- 


ed. Though the people generally give 


a verbal assent to our instructions, yer 
they usually show much indifference to 
our teaching. An exclusive prosely. 
ing religion is so repulsive to the feel. 
ings, and sO contrary to the creed of the 
Hindoos, that when told there is no oth. 
er Saviour than Jesus Christ, and no 
other way of salvation than through 
faith in his blood and righteousness, they 
seem always ready to consider the as- 
sertion as applicable to Europeans, or 


-Christians, and will hardly give us credit 


for speaking our real sentiments, when 
we plainly declare to them that Christ is 
the Saviour of the Hindoos, as well as 
of Europeans. In some instances, how- 
ever, we have evidence, that the truths 
of the Gospel do approve themselves to 
the consciences of those who hear; not in 
bringing them to repentance, but in pro- 
ducing in their minds such a conflict be- 
tween their hearts and consciences, that 
they cannot wholly conceal their feel- 
ings. In other instances, we not unfre- 
quently see the most violent passions 
exhibited, and hear the most abusive 
language both against our blessed Sav- 
iour apd ourselves. A volume would 
not suffice for an enumeration of all the 
difficulties we meet, and the obstacles we 
encounter, in preaching the Gospel to 
this people. But we are not insensible, 
that a great proportion of them result 
from our own deficiencies. “For these 
we desire to be humble before God, 
while we pray, that the trial of our faith 
inay work patience, and patience expe- 
rience, and experience hope; and that 
the hope may not be disappointed ; but 
that, in due time, we may see an abund- 
ant harvest springing from the precious 
seed, which, in much weakness, we are 
endeavouring to sow in this barren soil. 

Think, not, dear Sir, that we are dis- 
heartened in our work, though we freely 
speak of our discouragements and want 
of success. ‘I'he promises of God are 
our confort and support in the land of 
our pilgrimage. We are encouraged in 
our work, knowing that the Lord will 
accomplish all that he has spoken, and 
that even this people, with all other 
heathen nations, will eventually see the 
salvation of God. 

We doubt not, that our patrons and 
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Christian friends entertain a deep inte- 
rest in the success of our labours, and 
daily pray for the blessing of God upon 
our efforts. This persuasion gives us 
animation ; it strengthens our hands, and 
encourages our hearts. 

We rejoice that the Board, and our 
other Christian friends, have so much 
encouragement in their various and in- 
creasing efforts for the spread of the 
Gospel. ‘The western wilderness blos- 
soms under your hands;—the mission at 
Ceylon is already crowned with precious 
fruits ;—the most favourable results are 
reasonably anticipated from the mission 
to the Sandwich Islands ;—and the high- 
est interest is excited in the Jerusalem 
embassy. Our mission, though the old- 
est, seems hitherto the most uolruitiul. 
From the beginning it has struggled with 
many obstacles. ‘Io a missionary pro- 
bably no part of the heathen world pre- 
sents gveater obstacles than this part of 
India. But though we thus speak, we 
would assure our patrons, it is not the 
language of despondency. We consider 
this station as important as we ever did, 
and rejoice in having devoted our lives 
tothis work, and earnestly look forward 
to the time when more labourers shal! be 
sent into this extensive field. 

However duil we may be in learning 
other important lessons, surely we are 
placed in a favourable situation for learn- 
ing, that success must come from the 

almighty energies of the Spirit of God. 
If our efforts areever blessed to the con- 
version of the heathen around us, we 
must be constrained to give all the glory 
to God. 

We have the pleasure of informing 
you of the arrival of the Rev. Mr. Ken- 
ny, a missionary from the Church Mis- 
sionary Society. He is the first mis- 
sionary sent by that Society to this part 
oi India. 

Now, dear Sir, we conclude our mis- 
cellaneous epistle, by entreating the con- 
tinuance of your prayers for us, and the 
work in which we are engaged.

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MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 

From the London Evangelical Magazine. 

Mr. Hands of Bellary, in a lette’ 
written in July last, gives an encourag- 
ing account of the progress of Missions 
in India. 

While at Madras, he completed the 
printing of the Four Gospels, and the 
Acis of the Apostles, in the Canarese 
language. These are already getting 
into pretty extensive circulation. Sev- 
eral of the epistles also are translated, 
and ready for the press. 

An Auxiliary Bible Society, and a 
School Book Society, have been formed 
at Madras. Every thing there pre- 
sents a pleasing appearance, especially 
among the higher classes. 

Mr. Hands, on his journey from Ma- 
dras to Bellary, met with a gentleman 
of influence, much devoted to God and 
his cause. Mr. H ,»while at his house, 
baptized 20 natives, 10 structed adults, 
and 10 children. 

‘i he good people at Sertngapatamare 
going on well. They have built a neat 
chapel for the worship of God, in doing 
which they were much assisted by some 
European officers. ‘They are very de- 
sirous of having a missionary to reside 
among them, and one of the brethren 
will soon pay them a visit. 

At Bellary, the eoncerns of the mis- 
sion appear to be in a very pleasing 
state. ‘Lhe European congregation has 
lately increased, and a very large pro- 
portion of the officers and their families 
attend the mission chapel, and it is hop- 
ed that mach good has been done among 
them. ‘The 53d reg. is just removed 
to Bangalore, to make way for the 46th. 
“ We need (says Mr. Hands) more la- 
bourers, and hope you will soon be able 
to send us more. Important fields are 
opening around us on every side.” 

“A short time ago the Commanding 
officer of a large corps on the Mahratta 
frontiers, about 200 miles from Bellary, 
wrote to the mission, representing the 
importance of his station as a Mission- 
ary settlement, and earnestly requesting 
that one of us would, if possible, visit it, 
at least for a time, and he would afford 
us every aid in his power As neither 
of us could go, Mr, Tay lor was sent, and 
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is yet there ; he is returning again shortly, 
when it will be determined whether he i is 
to settle there or at Complee. He has re- 
ceived great attention from the general 
and the ‘ofticers,and has preached to them 
regularly every Sabbath. His labours 
among the natives have also excited 
much attention. 

Mr. Hands has received another ap- 
plication from Hydradad tor a Mission- 
ary, with a promise of procuring a pro- 
vision for him. © Thus (says Mr. H.) 
we have Seringapatam, Compiee, Bel- 
gam and Hydrabad, looking up to us, 
and begging us to ‘come over and help 
them.’? Osend us more labourers, that 
we may be ad/e to help them.” 

A ptinting-office is now erected at 
Bellary, and a press obtained, together 
with both Canarese and European types; 
so that they hope soon to proceed with 
the priuting of the Sacred Scriptures and 
Tracts, which they have great facilities 
for dispersing through immense districts 
of great population. A pious and able 
printer, to superintend the printing-of- 
fice, is earnestly desired. 


New-Zealander Cannibals, as related 
by Mr. Samuel Leigh, Wesleyan 
Misstonary, lately come from New- 


Zealand. 


“ While I continued in the island, 
(says Mr. Leigh) one day, as 1 was 
walking on the beach, conversing with 
a chief, my attention was arrested by a 
great number of people coming from a 
neighbouring hill. I inquired the cause 
af the concourse, and was told that they 
had killed a lad, were roasting him, and 
going to eat him. 1 immediately pro- 
ceeded to the place, in order to ascertain 
the truth of this appalling relation. Be- 
ing arrived at the village where the peo- 
ple were collected, I asked to see the 
boy. ‘The natives appeared much agi- 
tated at my presence, and particularly 
at my request, as if conscious of their 
guilt ; ahd it was only after a very ur- 
gent solicitation, that they directed me 
towards a large fire at some distance, 
where, they said, I should find him. As 
I was going to this place, I passed by 
the bloody spot on which the head ef 


this unhappy victim had been cut off; 
and on approaching the fire, I was nota 
little startled at the sudden appearance 
of a savage-looking man, of gigantic 
stature, entirely waked, and armed with 
a large axe. Iwasa good deal intimid- 
ated but mustered up as much courage 
as I could, and demanded to see the lad. 
The cook, (for such was the occupation 
of this terrific monster) then held up the 
boy by his feet. He appeared to be 
about fourteen years of age, and was 
half roasted. 1 returned to the village, 
where I found a great number of natives 
seated in a circle, with a quantity of 
coomery (a sort of sweet potatoe) before 
them, waiting for the roasted body of the 
youth. In this company were shown to 
me the mother ofthe child. The moth- 
er and child were both slaves, having 
been taken inwar. However, she would 
have been compelled to share in the hor- 
rid feast, had I not prevailed on them to 
give up the body to be interred, and thus 
prevented them from gratifying their un- 
natural appetite. But, notwithstanding 
this melancholy picture of New Zealand, 
I believe they are very capable of re- 
ceiving religious instruction, and a know- 
ledge of the arts in general. They are 
very Ingenious and enterprising, and dis- 
cover a surprising willingness to receive 
instruction. I did not visit any one vil- 
jage, where the principal chiefs did aot 
sirongly urge my residence among them ; 
and I believe that God is preparing them 
to receive the ever-blessed Gospel of 
peace. 

“In the first year after our arrival 
(says Mr. Kendall of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society) many New Zealanders 
died. ‘They had not food sufficient to 
preserve life ; and, in this weak condi- 
tion, we could discern little of the na- 
tive mind. Since then, the natives ia 
general at the Bay of Islands, and in 
the adjacent country, eager to procure 
implements of war and of husbandry, 
have exerted themselves so much in cul- 
tivating land for potatoes, Indian corn, 
&c. that they have not only obtained 
such articles as they wanted, but have 
lived much better themselves, and have 
had but little mortality among them. 
Their mative disposition has, of course, 
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oq greatly revived; and, being hea- 
Lys still, they follow the customs and 
qiitions of their forefathers with avidi- 
w, War is alltheir glory. They trav- 
jto the south, and kill great numbers. 
jithough the natives in general show no 
jsposition to injure us; yet being so 
settled and unsteady, our situation a- 
pong thens is the more trying.”

Eutract of a Letter from Dr. Carey to 
of Dr. Ryland, dated Calcutta, April 


ore 25, L820. 
oe I think the cause of our Redeemer is 
“4 widently on the increase; we are sel- 
4 dom a month in Calcutta without addi- 
la lions, and the next inonth I expect to 
x laptize three persons, one of whom was 

a devotee at Kalee-ghaut, where he ac- 
7” tually kept a vow of silence for four 
. years. A pamphlet, I think sent out 
4 by Mr. ‘Townley, affected his heart and 
. opened his mouth. When he first came 
‘ to me he made the most singular appear- 


ance imaginable, being covered with 
charms and amulets; he wore a neck- 
lace made of snakes’ bones; and so far 
were the Hindoos of Calcutta from think- 
ing of his conversion, that when he first 
walked along the street with Jolin Peter, 
several of the chief natives came out of 
their houses and prostrated themselves 
ut his feet. One of the others is a ‘T'c- 
linga Brahman, and the other a Dane, 
the first of that nation we have yet bap- 
‘ized. In a week or ten days more I ex- 
pect to baptize three soldiers in the Fort. 
At Beerbhoom a good number has been 
baptized the last year; at Moorsheda- 
bad, or its neighbourhood, brother Sut- 
ton has baptized several, and has much 
encouragement. A greater number has 
been baptized at Dinagepore and its vi- 
cinity than in any other place. Brother 
Smith has baptized several at Benares ; 
and a letter from him received to-day in- 
forms me that three others are soon to 
be added to the church there. At Dac- 
ca there have been additions; and at 
Chittagong the Mug Christians have 
now kept together, have maintained the 
worship of God, and edified one another 
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for three years, without a pastor to re- 
side among them. Brother Peacock 
lately went to them, and his account of 
them is highly encouraging ; so much 
was he encouraged, that he seems now 
determined to visit them frequently, and 
do his utmost to help forward their spir- 
itual concerns. Brother Chamberlain 
has been very ill, but is considerably 
better. The printing of his translation, 
which has been, with several others, de- 
layed through want of paper, is now go- 
ing forward. Our steam engine is now 
in operation, and fully answers it pur- 
pose, so that we have plenty of paper. 
In short, accounts from every part of In- 
dia are encouraging. The printing of 
the Mahratta Bible is almost finished ; 
the last proof sheet 1 read finished Mi- 
cah within a verse or two, and all is 
printed except the remainder of the mi- 
nor prophets. The historical books in 
Punjabee are almost finished ; the last 
proof sheet reached to the seventh chap- 
ter Nehemiah. In Telinga, Pushtoo, 
and Kunkuna, we are nearly through 
Leviticus. The New Testament will, 
within a few months, be finished at press 
in Goojurattee, Bikanecr, NKashmeer, 
and Kurnata; and several others are ad- 
vanced as far as Luke and John. 
Extract of a Letter from Dr. Marsh- 
man to Dr. Ryland, dated Seram- 

pore, June 2, 1820. 

On the 19th, brother Cary baptized 
three soldiers in Calcutta, and last Lord’s 
day I baptized three persous there, two 
of them Brahmins. One of them re- 
ceived his first inspressions from reading 
in Calcutta brother Carey’s translation 
of the New Testament in the Telinga 
language ; the otler was an ascetic, who 
lived years in the Sunderbunds, among 
the wild beasts, wearing a mala, (a neck- 
lace,) made of the vetebra of serpents. 
We have four persons before the churcl; 
at Serampore ; three of them to be bap- 
tized on Lord’s day. Blessed be God, 
all the churches around seem to be flour- 
ishing. 
Extract of a Letter from Dr. Carey to 

Mr. Burls, dated Serampore, July 7, 

1820. 

Last Tuesday evening, an Avuxiliany 
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Missionary Society was formed in the 
Church meeting at the Lal Bazar Chap- 
el. Five young men offered themselves 
as Missionaries to the population around 
their dwellings. ‘These act gratuitously. 
I do hope the funds will enable us to do 
more at a distance from Calcutta. 

The numbers baptized last year in all 
the churches in India is highly encoura- 
ging ; and a goodly number are now in- 
quiring the way to Zion, with their fa- 
ées thitherward.

Well, the day will soon 
come, when the followers of Jesus Christ, 
and those of Mr. Kean, will meet to- 
gether from the city of New-York, and 
give an account of their stewardship. 

‘he period is approaching, when all the 
money laid out in works of charity and 
mercy will be estimated, and the aggre- 
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gate presented to an admiring world and 
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an approving Judge. The sum also ey. 
pended in theatrical amusements, unre. 
cessary articles of dress, luxury and dis.

My dear sir—F ew circumstances have 
communicatedmore real joy to my heart, 
or excited greater gratitude to the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
than the intelligence I have received 
from America relative to the progress of 
religion among seamen.

ness opened my eyes to see, and my 
heart to feel my danger, like Peter “1 
was afraid and beginaing to sink ; [ eri- 
ed, Lord, save me, and immediately Je- 
sus stretched forth his hand and caught” 
me; “And the Lord said unto Satan, 
The Lord rebuke thee, O Satan, even

sir. I once heard the Rev. Andrew 
Fuller, of Kettering, say, “ The Gospel 
isa rope thrown out of the vessel of mer- 
cy to adrowning man :” I believe this, 
and under such impression have long 
since decided not to view sailors with 
the callous inhumanity of the plundering 
wrecker, or the frigid indifference of the 
merchant or tradesman, who considers 
them merely as beasts of burden, made to 
fetch and carry ; but anxious for their e- 
ternal salvation, I would cast overboard 
these “ cords of love,” and shout to sink- 
ing mariners, * Lay hold on the Hope set 
before you.” Nor would I cease until 1 
behold them conducted; like Peter, into 
that vessel of perfect safety, which will 
convey them to the fund of rest and glo- 
ry. As the difference of nations, coun- 
try, and language make no difference in 
our benevolent and Christian efforts to 
evangelize the world, much less could it 
operate to preclude the most generous 
attention to seamen. But to America 
we look as to the highly favored spot 
that God has chosen, in common with 
this islaad, to reveal his name, display 
his glory and qualify instruments for the 
proclamation of liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prison doors to 
them that are bound. 

The intelligence therefore of your ar- 
dent labours, and persevering eflorts to 
meliorate the condition of American sea- 
men, fills our hearts, in this country,with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory. We 


hail you as brethren in tiis high and ho- 
ly cause. We dart along the vast At- 
lantic; we imagine your faith and ardour 
in the religious instruction of sailors,and 
our prayers shall importune a ‘Throne of 
Grace, that you may become the hovor- 
ed fathers of thousands who shall be be- 
gotten again unto a lively hope, through 
the resurrection of Christ Jesus. The 
time is now arrived, wheu we must ei- 
ther stand still, go back, or go forward. 
To stand still would be impolitic and im- 
prudent—to recede would be disgraceful 
and dangerous. It remains, therefore, 
that we go forward, satisfied that He who 
has begun the work will assuredly carry 
iton. If there ever were a period when 
neutrality in religious exertion, or indif- 
ference to the spiritual interests of others, 
was admissible, that period has passed 
for ever. The march of events is so 
rapid, majestic, and important, that eve- 
ry man must shortly decide for the king- 
dom of God’s dear Son.

REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

We have heard of revivals of religion 
in several towns in this state since our 
last notice, and in most places the work 
is still continued. More than 100, we 
understand, are propounded tor admis- 
sion to the Congregational Church in 
Farmington, and this number is proba- 
bly not half of the hopeful subjects of 
grace. 

A correspondent in Cherry Valley, 
N. Y. under daie of April 20, says: 
“ Sixiy-two persons were yesterday add- 
ed to the Presbyterian Church in Spring- 
field. ‘The revival there still continues. 
In this town, (Cherry Valley)—about 
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200 are rejoicing in hope, and the work 
has not stopped.” 

Another correspondent in Columbia 
county, under date of May 3d, says: 
‘“‘T spent the last Sabbath at Coxsackie, 
where I witnessed a most solemn and 
interesting scene. One hundred and 
eleven were received into the Presbyte- 
rian Church under the Rev. Mr., Liv- 
ingston. These, in addition to 85 who 
were admitted at the last communion 
season, make inall 196. The gracious 
work is still progressing, At a meeting 
of enquiry, last Monday evening, there 
were about 60 that appeared to be anx- 
ious. But this is not the only place in 
this region that is visited with the spe- 
cial influences of the Holy Spirit. In 
Hudson there is quite an extensive revi- 
val. Nearly one hundred are rejoicing 
in hope, and many more are anxiously 
enquiring the way to Zion. In Cats- 
kill the work still continues; and in 
Old Claverack, too, there is considera- 
ble excitement. In the western parts of 
the state there are extensive revivals in 
many places: but I suppose these ti- 
dings are not new to you, though they 
must be glad tidings.” 

In a letter from a friend in Avon, 
(N. ¥.) he says: “ I commenced preach- 
ing in this town last December ; There 
is now a precious revival. Last Sab- 
bath 23 were added to the Church on 
examination. There are several now 
under deep conviction. In West Bloom- 
field, 10 miles from this, where Dr. 
Fitch is settled, there is a precious re- 
vival. In Rochester there is a revival, 
and also in Lima appearances are very 
encouraging ; and indeed this region, 
generally presents very favourable indi- 
Cations for the interests of Zion.” 


LIBERALITY OF A POOR BLIND GIRE. 


A blind girl brought to a clergyman 
thirty shillings, fur the Missionaries of 
the Society. The C lergyman, surpris- 
ed.that she should offer. him so large a 
sum, said to her, “ You are a poor blind 
girl, you cannot allord to give thirty 
shillings tothe Society. ‘lam indeed 
Sir,” said she, ** as you may see, a blind 
girl; but not so poor, perhaps, as vou 


may suppose me to be; and I thik] 
can prove to you, that I can better af. 
ford to give these thirty shillings, than 
those girls can who have eyes.” The 
clergyman was, of course, very much 
struck with her answer, and said, “| 
shall be glad to know how you make 
that out.” “ Sir,” she answered, I am 
a basket-maker ; and beiag blind, I can 
make baskets as well in the dark as 
in the light. Now I am sure, Sir, in the 
last dark winter, it must have cost those 
girls that have eyes more than thirty 
shillings to buy candles to see to make 
baskets ; ; and so I think I have proved 
that I can afford this money, and now! 
hope that you will take it all for the 
Missionaries.” 

Whose heart is not moved by such 
an instance of exalted Christian charity!

This interesting family 
which consists of 41, men, women and child 
ren, excited much interest. While at Cincis 
natti $215,62 cts. were contributed. The 
banks of the river were lined with spectator 
when they departed.
